These poisons also seem to affect the 


walls'of'.the iblood .vessels which they 
rehder fragile. In this way they pre- 
dispose the person concerned -to hem- 
orrhages. GPersons who are affected 
by benzene poisoning bleed easily. 


The acute forms of poisoning with 


benzene usually begin as a result of 
some accidental situation. For exam- 
ple, a worker may -be asked to clean 
the inside of a still or a tank.or to' 
paint the inside of .a tqnk, using var- 
Tiish or benzene. 


He may .appear to be dazed or in- 


toxicated or become unconscious when 
brought out into the fresh air and 
very frequently such cases are mis- 
taken for alcoholic intoxication. 


MucH more frequent, of course, is 


the chronic form of poisoning which 
appears with a loss of color, loss of 
appetite, nausea, vomiting, drowsi- 
ness, frequent nose bleeding, and ex- 
cessive bleeding from trivial injuries.

Long's ''armed henchmen" from ap- 
pearing at the polls on election day. 


Dynamite may be touched off by 


Long's Legislative committee investi- 
gation of governmental affairs in the 
city, which had been scheduled to 
.start early this week. 


It was reported the committee had 


been selected, the lawyers have been 
hired, and that an immediate injuiry 
will be launched into New Orleans' af- 
fairs. 


Walmsloy called his Old Regular 


ward leaders to the cily hall Monday 
and confcrcd 
with them for some 


time, but made no announcement.

which the gubernatorial primary will 
be held. 


The committee, however, is empow-
